Steady reinforcements of men 
and supplies had been brought up 
through the mud during the recent 
lull in fighting caused by heavy 
rains. As soon as the downpour 
stopped, the insurgents moved to 
the attack. 

The veterans started their drive 
along the narrow river valleys and 
treacherous mountain trails of the 
Sierra de la Lastra yesterday morn- 
ing and by nightfall, border dis- 
patches said, had shoved their line 
forward nine miles. 

Insurgent communiques indicated 
a sector of Government lines which 
had extended northeast from the 
village of El Pobo to Aliaga was 
wiped out. 

A new front, to include 90 square 
miles of captured Government ter- 
ritory, was established from Ei Po- 
bo due east to Villarroya de Los 
Pinares, and from there north to 
Aliaga. 

The new lines forming a sharp 
angle include most of Sierra de 
la Lastra and Sierra de las Pedri- 
gas, south of Aliaga. Aliaga, start- 
ing point of the offensive, is 30 


miles northeast of Teruel and ap- 


proximately twice that distance 
from the coast. 

A secondary road running south 
from Aliaga connects at Albentosa, 
some 35 miles away, with the main 
road from Teruel to Sagunto on 
the coast. 

A move down the Sagunto road 
would threaten the rear of Gen. 
Jose Miaja’s Government defend- 
ers north of Castellon. 

Gen. Franco also e pres- 
sure on these defenders at the 
eastern end of the Southern Gov- 
ernment front with attacks at Al- 
cala de Chivert, but the strong 
Government positions held despite 
pounding from artillery.

In Rome police intensified their 
already strict surveillance as a pre- 
caution against any attempt on Hit- 
ler’s life. Every traveler arriving 
in the city was subjected to minute 
inspection of his baggage. Persons 
invited to attend the celebrations 
were warned against carrying cam- 
eras or packages of any kind. 

Vatican Paper Silent. 

While the Italian press devoted 


nearly all its space to Hitler’s visit, 


L'Osservatore Romano, the Vatican 
newspaper, did not mention it. 

The wide thoroughfare leading up 
to St. Peter’s Square was covered 
with decorations, but the great ba- 
silica itself was devoid of decora- 
tions. Festive signs ended where 
the confines of Vatican City began. 

A Vatican news service an- 
nounced that Pope Pius, now at his 
summer palace at Castel Gandolfo, 
received four Cardinals during the 
day and took an automobile ride.

NOT ACCIDENTAL DEATH WHEN 
OFFICER KILLS MAN IN HOLDUP 


State Supreme Court Upsets Ap- 
peals Court Ruling on Double 
Indemnity Claim. 
JEFFERSON CITY, May 3.—Di- 
vision 2 of the State Supreme Court 
ruled today that a person killed by 
an officer while committing a 
crime did not die accidentaily and 
that the ‘beneficiary was not en- 
titled to collect double indemnity 

on an insurance policy. 

Mrs. Wilma Eagan sued in the 
Randolph County Circuit Court to 
collect under the double indemnity 
clause after her husband, Joe 
Eagan, had been shot by Officer 
Jerry P. Mize in an attempted rob- 
bery at an inn near Moberly. 

The insurance company won in 
Circuit Court, but the Kansas City 


Court of Appeals reversed the judg- 


ment. The Supreme Court today 
quashed the ruling of the Kansas 
City court.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 3— 
The Missouri Supreme Court today 
affirmed death sentences of Byron 
E. King, convicted in the holdup 
murder of George Speer, St. Louis 
taxicab chauffeur, and of Raymond 
Batson, Negro, who shot and killed 
Justice of the Peace Philip R. 
Rabeneau in his office at Kirk- 
wood, 

Since both men had been sen- 
tenced to death by hanging, the 
cases were remanded to the trial 
courts only for resentencing to the 
lethal gas chamber at the State 
penitentiary here. 

The court’s division two also af- 
firmed -the conviction of nearly 
three years ago of Adam Richetti, 
the last of “Pretty Boy” Floyd's 
gang, for the Kansas City Union 
Station killings of 1933, and or- 
dered that he be returned to the 
Kansas City trial court for re- 
sentencing to death in the lethal 
gas chamber. 

King Convicted June 10, 1936. 

King, a former convict, is 27 years 
old and formerly lived at Mountain 
View, Mo. He was convicted June 
10, 1936, after trial before Circuit 
Judge James M. Douglas, now a 
Judge of the Supreme Court. Speer, 


a familiar figure at Union Station 


for 40 years, was shot in his cab 
Jan. 17, 1936, at the mouth of an 
alley at Cardinal avenue between 
Caroline and Rutger streets after 
he had been robbed of $9. 

Before he died, Speer identified 
King as the man who had hired his 
cab and shot him, with the remark, 
„Here's a present for you. I wish 
you luck.” 

Although he made a confession 
to police and showed them where 
he had hidden his revolver after 


‘| the shooting, King repudiated his 


statement at his trial, said it had 
been obtained under duress, and of- 
fered an alibi. 

Rabenau Killed Dec. 28, 1934. 

Batson shot Justice of the Peace 
Rabenau Dec. 28, 1934, during a 
quarrel over a fancied grievance, 
and a stray bullet also killed Dr. 
William E. Poole, dentist and for- 
mer Washington University foot- 
ball player. Deputy Constable 
Jack Nece .was shot and super- 
ficially wounded by the Negro in 
the ensuing pistol fight and chase. 

Batson was convicted of the mur- 
der of Dr. Poole and sentenced to 
death, but the Supreme Court re- 
versed that conviction and remand- 
ed the case for new trial, A jury in 
Circuit Judge John A. Witthaus’ 
court at Clayton found him guilty 
of the Rabenau murder Dec. 2, 1936, 
and fixed his punishment at death. 

Richetti’s Four Murders. 

Richetti has 10 days to file a mo- 
tion for rehearing. If such a mo- 
tion is filed it may delay the exe- 
cution. 

Four officers and their prisoner 
were killed in a bungled attempt 
to rescue Frank Nash, an escaped 
convict, from authorities taking 
him back to prison, early on the 
morning of June 17, 1933. Those 
killed were Otto Reid, McAlester 
(Ok.) Chief of Police; Federal 
Agent R. J. Caffrey; two Kansas 
City policemen, William J. Grooms 
and Frank E, Hermanson, and the 
prisoner, Nash. 

In his opinion: affirming the con- 
viction of Richetti, only living 
member of the three named by the 
Government as the murderers, 
Judge George R. Ellison said: 

“No man can expect the law to 
do the impossible and shield him 
altogether from the consequences 
of his own criminal notoriety and 
inhumanity.” 

The Judge, finding that Richetti 
had had a fair trial, remarked that- 
“almost two years after the mass- 
acre, there was plenty of cooling 
time.”

State Counsel Says H. M. Byllesby

Goffstein was convicted of receiv- 
ing 18 automobile storage batteries 
from John Williams, . Negro, with 
knowledge that they had been stol- 
en. Williams testified that he 
turned the batteries over to Goff- 
stein as payment of $35 he owed 
Goffstein for having furnished a 
bail bond for Williams on a crimi- 
nal charge. The 18 batteries were 
part of a lot of 50 which were stol- 
en by Williams, according to the 
Supreme Court opinion, from the 
Central Battery Co. of St. Louis on 
Dec, 1, 1934. 

Goffstein was tried twice on the 
charge of receiving stolen property. 
The jury failed to agree in the first 
trial. Eleven members voted for 
conviction, it was said, but the 
twelfth juror, Leo Biedermann, also 
a professional bondsman, refused 
to vote for conviction. Biedermann 
was indicted on a charge of perjury 
because it was alleged he knew 
Goffstein but failed to admit it in 
examination on the jury panel. The 
indictment was dismissed last No- 
vember on the ground it did not 
charge perjury under the facts, 

Commissioner James A. Cooley, 
who wrote the opinion, overruled 
objections to the sufficiency of the 
evidence and defense objections to 
the qualifications of the jury, in- 
cluding a contention the panel had 
been permitted before the trial to 
read newspaper stories about Goff- 
stein’s case.

That is shrewd and it 
is also sound, Also, instead of ap- 
pealing to organized groups, he ap- 
peals to everyone — to the vast and 
preponderant. unorganized — and 
that is the technique of the modern 
party. 

But the banners, the crusade, the 
exaggerated emotional appeal and. 
the exaggerated nationalism are all 
somewhat disturbing. This new 
party, we are told, is going to be 
a “religion.” 

Now, this is the way to create 
fanatics, but it is not the way to 
create reasonability, and if the Gov- 
ernor begins mixing up economics 
and mysticism, he may be starting 
something that will run away with 
him, Because this is the way that 
you start an intolerance that ends 
up in burning the heretics in a 
fanatical totalitarianism. 


And to one statement of the 
Governor's, this column takes en- 
ception, and picks it out, because 
it is so typical a statement of these 
times. “American freedom,” he 
says, “is based on abundance,” and 
the implication in this whole sec- 
tion of the speech is that unless 
we are rich, we shall cease to be in- 
terested in being free. 

I recommend him to read again 
the inscription on the Plymouth 
Rock monument, or Robinson Jef- 
fers’ great poem that contains the 
words, “Freedom is poor and labor- 
ious.” Or to consider the fact that 
freedom still lives most vigorously 
in some of the world’s poorer coun- 
tries, like Denmark and Norway, 
which cannot compare their na- 
tional or individual abundance with 
that of the great empires. And 
that the poor Vermonter has more 
of the spirit of freedom than‘ most 
rich New Yorkers. 

The birthright of freedom is not 
something to be sold for a mess of 
pottage—no, nor for a mess of 
caviar. :

“Loyd Haberly, American Resident of En- 
gland, Literally. Makes Books From Start to 

.  Finish—He's Also an Architect and Arche- 
ologist—Doesn't Smoke Because He Can't

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tect and archeologist Loyd Ha- 
berly lives in “a forest where 
deer play about the grounds” in 
Dorset, England, literally making 
books from start to finish. As 
poet, he writes the material for his 
books; as artist, he makes the 
illustrations; as craftsman, he de- 
signs and sets the type, prints the 
books, binds them, hand tools the 
cover designs. As architect he de- 
signed his present home in En- 
gland, designed and completely built, 
himself, a previous house. As 
archeologist he made excavations 
at a medieval English abbey, dis- 
covered tile makers preceded Gu- 
tenberg in the use of movable 
“type,” and wrote an authoritative 
book on the subject. 


American born, still an Ameri- 
can citizen despite nearly 18 years’ 
absence, Haberly has returned to 
this country to fulfill lecture en- 
gagements in the Last and at Har- 
vard summer school, He held a 
fellowship to Harvard immediately 
after the World War, and before 
attending Trinity College, Oxford 
University, as a Rhodes scholar. At 
present he is visiting here as the 
guest of Edgar C. Taylor, formerly 
a fellow student and boon com- 
panion at Oxford, and now head 
of a school for boys at Clayton. 
Haberly will remain here until the 
end of the school term lecturing at 
the school on poetry, making books, 
and medieval archeology, his sub- 
jects later in the East. 


It is the first time Haberly has 
emerged from his sylvan solitude 
in rural England to appear in any- 
thing approaching a public role, 
although his friendships include 
members of the British nobility, as 

well as leading poets and archeolo- 
gists. While he is of the wiry, 
athletic type physically, likes man- 
ual work, and exercises by running

“IT realized that I wanted to write 
poetry and do everything myself 
toward getting it into complete 
book form, as I felt that the secret 
of the thing, of the ultimate ful- 
fillment of the artistic effort, lay 
in doing it myself. But I also real- 
ized it could not be done in the 
midst of distractions; that lyric 
poetry, which is mostly what I 
write, is essentially a simple thing, 
and for a proper feeling requires 
a constant contact with the out- 
doors. So I went to live where I 
would have the solitude and natural 
life necessary, for if one uses up 
his energy doing exciting things, 
there is nothing left to write with.” 

It was during his final year at 
Oxford, where, rather paradoxically, 
he studied law, that he decided he 
would make books, He and Taylor 
were vacationing in Normandy 


when he began to read poetry with 


great interest, and then to essay 
versifying himself, Returned to Ox- 
ford, he began to plan his future— 
a difficult future, he knew, but one 
which would, and did, bring him 
greater satisfaction than the law 
practice in which he had every as- 
surance of a successful career. 
University days over, he, “became 
a carpenter and stone mason and 
built a stone and timber medieval 
building” near Oxford in Oxford- 


shire. He acquired a printing press, 


“an old Albion, about 125 years old”, 
which operated, as he illustrated 
with a gesture, by pulling a hand 
lever forward. He wrote, set up, 
and illustrated his first book, “Cym- 
berina, An Unnatural History for 
Children,” fanciful, somewhat satir- 
ically humorous verses with animal 
caricatures as illustrations. That 
was in 1926. Since then he has 
written and published 22 books, 
each edition being from 60 to 
volumes, although he “made” 
edition of one book with only
